Claims 26-50 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claims 26-50 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches the general concept of requiring authentication or re-authentication based on 
times and locations but fails to explicitly teach a judgment unit configured for, upon 
detection of a connection of said portable recording apparatus to the terminal 
apparatus, obtaining (i) a time difference, which is a difference between a time at which 
the connection was detected and a prestored time at which a prior connection was 
detected, the time at which the connection was detected being obtained from the 
terminal apparatus, and the prestored time at which the prior connection was detected 
being a time previously obtained, and (ii) a place difference, which is a difference 
between a place at which the connection was detected and a prestored place at which a 
prior connection was detected, the place at which the connection was detected being 
obtained from the terminal apparatus, and the prestored place at which the prior 
connection was detected being a place previously obtained, and forjudging whether or 
not one or both of the obtained time difference and the obtained place difference is 
greater than or equal to a corresponding predetermined value. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
